This is the real India I was 
promised, We are miles from a 
railroad ... miles from a city.

Thumbsucking is a noisome habit of lit- 
tle children. In its early stages it can be 
checked if parents are willing to inflict 
stérn penalties and then enforce them.

We have- opposed and still oppose the 
leeches who are willing to accept govern- 
ment handouts in lieu of making an effort 
to care for themselves. We have maintained, 
however, that in a democracy those of us 
who are able must take it upon ourselves to 
aid voluntarily those who through no fault 
of their own become disabled. 

In the evolution of our social thinking, 
based upon fundamental Christian doctrine, 
we have accepted the principle that the 
weak must be cared for and protected by the 
strong. Through our vocational programs, 
we have been able to restore many handi- 
capped persons to self-respect and usefulness. 
We have made producers out of depend- 
ents—all of which is good business. All 

_ handicapped persons who can be restored to 
society must be assisted. 

However, those totally handicapped who 
cannot be rehabilitated are still a problem. 
As the governor says: “Nothing is being done 
for those disabled people who are too old 
to be classified as children, have too good eye- 
sight to be called blind, and are too young 
to receive old-age assistance.” 

* The program would cost an additional 
$3,000,000, of which the federal government 
would supply 70 per cent. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it seems né time should be lost 
in putting it into effect.

Mills of Justice 
Grind, Oh So Slowly! 


With all the respect due our courts, one 
must admit that the wheels of justice some- 
times grind slowly. A little too slowly for 
the average citizen in this day of speed, high 
taxes and high cost of living. 

We all agree it is a duty and a privi- 
lege to serve on juries. However, citizens 
summoned for jury duty feel it a waste of 

time when they Have to wait around for days, 

doing nothing, while the court attends to 
various preliminary details. Courts are im- 
patient with citizens who try to escape jury 
duty, so it is only fair that these citizens 
sometimes get impatient with the ponderous 
processes of court procedure. 

As Editor Methvin of The Eastman Times- 
Journal puts it: 

“Some courts hear pleas of guilty the first 
day and arrange the docket. The jury is not 
required to report until the second day, 
when everything can get off to a fast start. 
Other courts, maybe with the idea in mind 
‘that things will get started quickly the first 
day, find that everything is all mixed up; 
witnesses don’t show up; lawyers are not 
ready; and maybe the man who swore an- 
other tried to kill him has a change of heart 
and decides he won’t prosecute. 

“All those things have to be ironed out

This, the holiday season, calls for extra 
vigilance ... for control on the part of the law 
enforcers, for self-control on the part of the 
individual. 

If you feel you must drink, be sure it’s 
legal, the liquor, that is. And be sure, too, 
you keep yourself legal after you imbibe. 
The safest way to do that is to shun the wheel. 
Call a chauffeur, call a cab or call a cop. 

And remember—it is far better to lose a 
license than to take a life.

~ Chances Brighten 
For Acheson, Coup

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—Secretary of State 
Acheson’s return to the capital marks the be- 
ginning of a new opportunity both for him and , 
his foreign policy. Personally he is in a stronger position than at 
the start of September when he started his long series of diplo- 
matic journeys to San Francisc6é, Ottawa, Paris and Rome. He 
scored a success during the Japanese Peace Treaty conference in 
California. He ran into something of an Allied revolt against his 
rearmament plans at the North Atlantic Council meeting in Ottawa, 
but still dominated that meeting. And in Paris he took the play 
away from the Russians with his disarmament proposals before 
the United Nations General Assembly. : 


Moreover, he has not only re- 
gained some of the prestige he 
lost during the long and acri- 
monious debate on China policy, 
but various events, both at home 
and overseas, have combined to 
provide him with the chance of 
a new beginning. 

In the first place, his State 
department team, weary from 
the battle of the past féw years, 
is in the process of melting 
away. Undersecretary of State 
James Webb is meditating on 
the pleasures of private enter- 
prise. Assistant Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk has accepted 
the presidency of the Rockefel-+ 
ler Foundation. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Edward Barrett is 
quitting early ingthe new year. 
Assistant Secretary of State 
George McGhee is going to Tur- 
key as our ambassador. And 
other major changes are planned 
in the top United States repre- 
sentation in Germany, Japan, 
Italy, and probably France. 

It will not be easy to re- 
place Mr. Rusk, who has been 
a steady and distinguished of- 
ficial throughout the postwar 
years, but as a genera] propo- 
sition, the impending vacan- 
cies are an opportunity rather 
than a calamity. 


Finally, this happens to be 
one of those times, too, when 
events abroad seem ready for 
new turnings. The British have 
a new government which is be- 
ginning to redefine its own re- 
lations with the United States, 
Europe and the Commonwealth. 
The bitter and costly war in Ko- 
rea, which has produced endless 
political strife within the Re- 
public and throughout the 
world, seems to be approaching 
an armistice. 

Coincidentally, Germany and 
Japan are rising in power, with 
or without full independence, 
and are forcing decisions which 
are likely to affect the security 
of both the Pacifie and Europe 


for a very long time to come. 

Acheson’s personal approach 
to all these matters in the next 
few weeks will be extremely 
important. His relations with 
President Truman are closer 
than ever before, and since Mr. 
Truman now has a few other 
things to think about thése days, 
Acheson is likely to have more 
authority over foréign affairs 
than ever before. 


If he is worn out from his 
policy and political battles of 
the last two years, as are many 
of his associates, then the op- 
portunities of the next few 
weeks can very easily pass, but 
if he has the energy to start 
once more on the world-wide 
relationships between the Unitéd 
States and Britain, the forth- 
coming visit of Prime Minister 
Churchill provides an excellent 
chance. 

Acheson’s decision on this is 
likely to be decisive. He can 
éither drift along on the excuse 
that this is an election period in 
which very little that is new or 
novel can be tried: or he can 
take the tough line, so dear to 
Congress, that everybody should 
unify in the West except the 
United States, or he can really 
try to produce an Atlantic 
community with the United 
States, not in the role of head- 
master, but in the role of part- 
ner, 

In short, for the first time in 
many months, the Secretary of 
State has a little freedom of ac- 
tion—not much, but a little. The 
main thrust of the Republican 
opposition has moved on down 
the street from the State de- 
partment to the Justice départ- 
ment and the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, and the air over 
the White House is dark with 
chickens coming home te roost, 
But home shouldn’t be quite soe 
gloomy a place for Acheson as 
when he went away.

American in ‘City of Lights’

Fifty million Frenchmen .can’t be wrong. 
The Americans; minus centuries of art culture béhind them, 
have thé know-how of organization in their art galleries as a 
medium for education, with the result that the method is being 


followed in Paris. 

Y. Bizardel, a director of Les 
Beaux Arts in Paris, visiting in 
Atlanta, says that the way the 
American 
museums, art 
galleries and 
libraries are 
organized not 
only for visit- 
ing art lovers, 
as well as for 
e duc ational 
purposes, is 
“amazing.” 

During a 
“pop eall” at 
the Gallery, 

Atlanta’s fa- 

little Y. Bizarbel 
art center, the French official 
said: 

“Because of this American 
custom of education, especially 
from the standpoint of having 
the galleries and museums open 
at all times for all people, we 
in Paris have the Louvre open 
several nights each week, a cus- 


tom never before followed. We 
have even had to have lights 
put in several of our art mu- 
seums to take care of the night 
visitors. Heretofore visitors 
came only during the day. It is 
an education just to visit these 
places and although we have a 
lot of priceless things which 
America does not have, Ameri- 
ca has the one quality we 
lacked—organization.” 

Art is now in its transient 
period, thinks Mr. Bizardel, and 
the very new types will take 
their place in art history along 


with the very classical outlets 
of the early nineteenth century, 
the Renaissance period,. the 
works of such artists as de la 
Croix, Rennoir and the Impres- 
sionists. _ ' 

The Picasso influence of the 
Twentieth Century is sometimes 
classical, and sometimes is found 
in the Negroid form. 

Mr. Bizardel ‘tossed another 
verbal bouquet at America when 
he spoke of the many small 
galleries which have actual- 
ly sprung up all over the coun- 
try adding that it shows a very 
definite trend toward a more 
cultural outlook. He also thinks 
that the fact that books on art 
and on the great masters of art 
are available in the pocket 
book editions, the trend of art 
knowledge is within the grasp 
of everybody. His tour in the 
States, as well as his visit in 
Atlanta, is under the sponsor- 
ship of the Alliance Francaise.

Snacks Can 


Help Diet

One woman’s slimming. diet 
might turn into another’s fat- 
tening fare. When it comes to 
dealing with pounds, each gal 
has to reckon with her own in- 
dividual temperament. 


Minnie the Muncher finds that 
piece-mealing is her complete 
undoing. Others insist that a 
planned snack is the only thing 
that saves the day for them.

At the low energy 
ebb of the day she puts four ice 
cubes in an eight-ounce glass 
and fills the glass with dry 
ginger ale. It gives a sparkle. 

Homemakers who can’t resist 
sampling while cooking might 
find it helpful to cut ahead of 
the hunger pangs. The scheme 
will work provided the snack is 
filling but not fattening. 

This may sound like the man 
who, when caught eating a big 
steak dinner, explained it was 
just to give him strength to 
stay with his diet! But there is 
a physiological reason for this 
snack-in-time-plan.

No Place to Pasture Patriarchs 


In the interest of eliminating the sins of recruiting, Howard 
recommended that all athletic scholarships be handled through the 
conference commissioner’s office, in effect allowing the high school 
players to select their colleges without the customary approach 
from coaches or athletic officials. 

This, of course, throws a high, hard one at the commissioners, 
whose offices would then be thrown into a most active state of busi- 
ness. This would be healthy, for the trend now is toward staking 
out the commissioner’s quarters for the retirement of deserving 
old coaches. Instead, it should be an alive and alert operation. There 
is the additional prospect, though, that this would open wide the 
solicitation field to the hungering alumni. 


But Howard has an answer for that, if enforceable. Any 
boy on an athletic scholarship accepting outside help would be 
ruled ineligible, but would be allowed to finish his college work. 


For the purpose of keeping the athlete in line with the rest of 
the student body, Howard proposes that each scholarship boy be 
required to pass every hour of his class work. This would also force 
the young gentleman to get a college education, even if against 
his will. 

The athlete would be allowed to choose his own course, thereby 
reducing the influence of the coach who would line up for him a 
string of impotent “crips.” 


For the entire country, there would be a standard scholastic 
examination set up for the boy striking for a college scholarship. 
+ This would eliminate the sort of maneuvering charged to Happy 

Chandler when he was a coach at Centre College in Kentucky. 
It seems that a grade of 80 was required to keep an athlete 
’ eligible for participation, but Happy had been having extreme 
' difficulty with a big chap who was the ace of the line. The 
fellow had nothing but flat zeroes to show for his work, and he 
was about to be canned as the big game approached. 


An obliging professor rigged a special one-question exam for 
the fellow, who was escorted into the: prof’s office and put to the 
big test. : 

“What is the capital of Kentucky?” asked the prof. 

The athlete thought a minute and answered: “Lexington.” 

Happy was rendered morbidly unhappy, but the prof came 
through magnificently. 

“Let’s see,” he said. “You said Lexington, but the correct answer 
is Frankfort. Frankfort is 17 miles from Lexington. Seventeen from 
100 leaves 83, which gives you a passing grade. You’re eligible.” 


Ten-Year Contracts for All 


That one is as old as Mt.-Everest, but not this notion that 
rounds off Howard’s six-part treatment. “Coaches would be signed 
of professors and deans.” . 

In other words, coaches would be rendered invulnerable to such 
pot-shooting and verbal lynching as they are now subject to. They 
- would be installed on the same hallowed level with the man of 
letters who teaches and administrates the educational program. 


It’s a significant suggestion, for I hear it from day to day 
among coaches who prefer longevity and security to the soaring 
salary that may be cut from under them at the failure of a 
kid to kick.an extra point. I personally prefer them in that 
secure position, for then they are far more inclined to speak and 
act their true manner. As is, many coaches are forced by the 
circumstances of their profession to conduct themselves in the 
manner of a politician who got his position by pull rather than 
merit.

The late great..Weston A, 
Price, M.S.,.D. D.S., F. A. C.D., 
left as his monument a. classic 
of medical literature titled “Nu- 
trition and Physical Degenera- 
tion,” a book now out of print, I 


regret to note, but available in 
every public library, and.as ab- 
sorbing for physician, dentist or 
layman.as any mystery or ad- 
venture story—oh, éxcuse’ me, I 
already used. that cliche to 
praise another great: book which 
is probably out of- print but 
available in the public hibrary, 
namely, “The Friendly »Arctic” 
by Vilhjalmur Stefansson. 

I’m a reformed mystery story 
addict. For years my favorite 
diversion was hunting and con- 
suming what I considered good 
mystery stories. I still read all 
the “reviews” of such stories I 
come across. But my appetite 
was surfeited or dulled some- 
how by Dr. Price, Mr. Stefans- 
son and others. I have tried sev- 
eral times to read a new mystery 
story recently, something highly 
recommended by an expert, but 
I find that such yarns can’t hold 
my interest any more, 

The per capita consumption of 
refined white flour and refined 
white sugar in America today 
yields more than half of the 
daily calories in the diet of an 
adult who follows a sedentary 
occupation.

There isn’t room here to de- 
fine physical degeneration—Dr. 
Webster will tell you what de- 
generation means—but it mani- 
fests itself in such familiar states 
as pyorrhea, chronic rheumatiz, 
premature aging and other com- 
plaints too gloomerous to men- 
tion. 


The sad part of physical de- 
generation is that by the time 
you and/or doctor recognize ‘that 
is what ails you it is too late to 
hope for a cure. The very best 
doctor, dentist or specialist can 
d@ at that advanced stage is to 
slow or retard its progress. 
The time to treat physical de- 
generation, in whatever form it 
may become manifest is, say 
twenty. or thirty years before 
you realize it has got you.

_In another resolution, ‘the asso- 
ciation advised cities to go into the 
parking business themselves if pri- 
vate enterprise does not provide 
enough parking facilities in down- 
town areas. The resolution also 
called for use of more federal and 
state funds for construction of city 
thoroughfares and expressways.

Information, in the form of a 
chart, will be distributed immedi- 
ately to local civil defense leaders 
throughout the state so the aver- 
age citizen will know what he is 
to do in case of attack. 

“Public apathy exists today in 
civil defense, but I think this is 
due to fear, and the lack of con- 
crete information,” Dr. Lester M. 
Petrie, deputy health service di- 
rector declared in urging the CD 
program be put into action on the 
community level. 

The five-point plan calls for: 

1. At deast one Red Cross first- 
aid worker in each home, and ex- 
tra cots and supplies. 

2. In each block, or similar area 
in the country, at least one person
